Mayor Russell stated to the mel.

had called the Council and the busi- 
ness men together to discuss the con- 
dition and to talk over some plans for 
Immediate relief. The Mayor called 
upon the men present to olfer any sug- 
geatlona they might hare or to give 
axpraaalon to their Ideaa on tha altn- 
laUon. -v 

Mr. T. A. Duke, manager o( the 
Amarloan Tobacco Company's local 
teterasts, waa the first man aaked to 
apsak. Mr. Duke aUtsd that tha alt- 
uatlon with hii Arm had become woree 
than critical and that unless the wat- 
er' situation waa aolved In the Immed- 
iate future, It would be necessary for 
the company to keep their plant closed 
this winter as they .could not re-dry 
and re-handle tobacco With the water 
at its preset pressure and In the 
present condition. • 

Mr. n. E. Fee, of the Maysville Pro- 
duce Company, stated that in his plant 
today there were hundreda of fowls 
which could nol be watered because 
of the failure uf the Water Company's 
plant. He said that the water short- 
age was a very serious problem with 



hla company. Mr. Mo alao svgtsatad 
that there waa a watar pvnp «t NSw 
Rioi^ond, dhlo, not IB MM now which 
tha eltjr might 'be able ta rait or pur- 
chaaa. 

Capt ain Horace J. Cochran, of the 
^aysvllie Oas Company and the Mays- 
ville Power Company ; Mr. LeWrlght 
Browning, of the law firm of Worth- 
Innton, Cochran, BrownluB & Reed, 
and Mr. S. P. BrownlnR, of the Ohio 
Valley Pully Works, In their talks 
were all three of the same opinion. 
They advised that council appoint a 
committee of oitisens to look into the 
water situation thoroughly and to 
make recommendations to the city of- 
IkiUUa. It was suggested that this 
ooaunlaaion find out actuaVy what 
stops have been taken by the Water 
Company to rollava the situation.' 

The anggeatlon of these bnshiesa 
man waa taken by Council and on mo- 
tion it was ordered that Mayor Rus- 
sell appoint a commission of Ave busi- 
ness men and that this commission be 
empowered with all of the powers and 
authority of the city to handle the 
present emergency as they anw tit. 
The one object Is that the city be given 
water and given water Immediately. 
It was also ordered that this same 
eoiuinlsslon go Into the relations be- 
tween the Water Company and thy 
city and bring In to City Council Im- 
mediately recommendations as to 
what step the city should take, if any. 
In solving this serious question for 
all time. Tlie commission was em- 
powarad to employ any legal advice 
they might want and to go to any 
other eipanaa Oioy daemad necessary 
to solva this problem which haa been 
laelng MaysviUe (or months.

When the international ofiBcials of the diflVrent .mdcs unions 
can no longer exercise tlie authority vested in" them by the locals the 
principle of collective hargaining will be discredited and the theory 
of unionism will be set Imck a liundred years. 

The existeiug evils in the industries are largely the outcome of 
the imsendiary activities of radical agitators who should be deported 
or sent to prison, Tlic hard common sense of tlic great majority of 
union men will finally prevail auij out of the modern spirit of co-
